Report That Emperor Ascended Is: 
Erroneous; He Kissed the 


Man Who Did. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10.—It was erro- 
neously reported here today that Em- 
peror William has made a successful 
ascension in the Zeppelin airship this, 
afternoon and the evening editions of | 
the local papers carried detailed descrip- 
tions of the reported flight of His Ma- 
jesty. 

The explanation of the mistaken re- 
port is to be found in the fact that 
Prince von Fuerstenberg, who did make 
an ascension with Count Zeppelin, was 
mistaken by the cheering crowds for 
His Majesty. The Prince has been the 
Emperor's traveling companion lately 
and when he made his ascension today 
he was clad in the same style of hunt- 
ing dress that the Emperor has been 
wearing. 

The error is the more easily accounted 
for because Emperor William was at 
Friedrichshafen toaay and it was re- 
ported last night that he purposed mak- 
ing an ascension with the Count. 

When the Count returned from his 
short flight with Prince von .Fuersten- 
berg he was met by the Emperor, who 
personally conferred upon him the or- 
der of the Black Eagle. His Majesty 
hung the chain of the order around the 
neck of the Count and then kissed him 
three times amid the cheering of the 
assembled crowd.

Fine Stand in*Supreme 
Court. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—The Government's 
petition for a rehearing of the case in 
which ‘the. United ‘States Circuit. Court 
of Appeals reversed :the trial court in 
finding the Standard Qil Co. of Indiana 
$29,240,000 for: alleged rebating was de- 
nied in the Court of Appeals today. It 
is authoritatively stated that the Gov- 
ernment will now attempt to bring 
the whole matter before the Supreme 
Court on a writ of*certiorari. 

The Government: in its petition for a 
rehearing intimated that if the opinion 
of the judges of the Appellate. Court— 
Grosscup, Seaman and Baker—were al- 
lowed to stand, it would nullify nearly 


‘Tevery shred of rate reformatory legisla- 


tion accomplished by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. .It was further. alleged 
that the language of the Appellate 
judges appeared to be in conflict with

' “Grosscup Writes Opinion. 

Today's decision was unanimous.

Judge Grosscup’s opinion was almost 
the’ identical language of ‘the court's 
original ruling on aed case, with a few 
additions.

““True it is, that if one corporation 
uses another to violate law, just as if 
one individual uses another - individual 
to violate law, such an offender ought 
not, thoygh masked, to go unpunished. 
And there are ways, as old as the law 
itself, to punish him. 


‘ Indictment Necessa 
“But can the individual who is merely 


‘said’ to have been used to violate the 
law be*deprived of a hearing—be con- 
demned to punishment without being 
tried, convicted or indicted, even? Can 
an individua] merely ‘said’ to be behind 
‘the party convicted be renched for pun- 
ishment, not by indictment, trial and 
conviction in due process of law, but by 
supplemental proceedings before the 
judge, in the nature of civil proceedings 
in aid of execution? Can.an American 
judge, without abuse of judicial dis- 
cretion, condemn any one, individual or 
corporation, who-has not in. his own 
person, first been duly indicted, duly 
tried and duly convicted? 

The Court then goes on with the orig- 
inal excoriation of Judge Landis.

Woman Eye-Witness 


Says Former Senator} 


Was Attacked as He Talked to Her and 
Had No Chanee to Defend’ Himself.

NASHVILLE; ~—Yenn., Nov. 10.—Evi-} 
dence was obtained today which tends 
to substantiate the assertion of friends 
of former United ‘States Senator 
W..Carmack that the meeting between 
him and Co]. Duncan B. Cooper and his 
son, Robin J. Cooper, in whicn Carmack 
was killed, was deliberately planned by 
the Coopers. 

Carey A. Folk, a brother of Gov. Folk 
of Missouri, was near the scene of the; 
tragedy. 

“TI was walking west on the north side 
of Union street,’’ he said today, ‘‘when 
I saw Col. Cooper standing a few steps 
from the corner on the south side of 
Union street, at Seventh avenue. He 
was talking to two men standing right 
on the corner. I had just got out of 
sight around the'Polk flats when I heard 
threesshots and ran back to the scene.”’ 

Mrs. Charles H. Eastman, who was an 
eyewitness of the shooting, in an inter- 
view today blames herself for the trage- 
cy and denounces the killing as ‘a das- 
tardly murder.” 

“I wish I had been anywhere else,”’ 
she said. “I feel that if I had not-been 
there Senator Carmack would have had 
a chance for his life. He was looking at 
me and speaking to me when they at- 
tacked him, and if I had not been talk- 
ing to him they would not have sur- 
prised him and he could have fought 
for his life. 


Woman Blames Cooper. 

“I knew both Senator Carmack and 
Col. Cooper socially, and I was + not 
enough of a partisan to take sides be- 
tween them, But I never saw anything 
so dastardly as the murder of Senator 
Carmack. I denounced Col. Cooper. I 
don’t know all I said to him, -but‘I 
cried out that I would a thousand times 
be the dead man in the butter than to 
be him, after such a deed.” 


Col. Cooper was brought before Squire 
Levine today, charged with murder and 
carrying concealed weapons. He waived 
examination and was remanded to Jail 
without bond. 

Warrants were sworn 
against Robin Cooper, 
with murder and carrying concealed 
weapons. He is still at the hospital, 
though not dangerously’ wounded, and 


out today 
charging him 


it is not known when he will appear | 


for preliminary examination. 


Carmack was a candidate for the gov-- 


ernorship in the retent campaign, but 
was defeated in the primaries by Gov. 
F’atterson. The campaign was bitter and 
during .its progress Carmack published 
in his paper, the Tennesseean, many 
caustic editorials of a personal nature 
Cirected against Cooper. 


Before the campaign Carmack and 
Col. Cooper were attached to each other 
by a pecullarly warm and _ intimate 
friendship. It was Col. Cooper who 
gave Carmack his first editorial pos!- 
tion in Nashville, and throughout. the 
brilllant career of the dead man. Cooper 
had been his ardent and steadfast sup- 
porter. 


Friends Expected a Clash. 

Feeling between the former friends 
had reached white heat yesterday. 
Everyone in Nashville who knew the 
two men personaliy look:d for trouble. 
Among their intimates a feeling of 
uneasy dread prevailed. The situation 
was brought to a crisis by an editorial 
in the morning's issue. of The Tennes- 
seean.

Say Killing Wac Cold-Blooded., 


Friends of Carmack deciare the kill- 
ing was coldblooded.' They say they 
Can prove that both: the ‘Coopers had 
made many threats against Carmack. 
They declare that both the Coopers were 
armed for only one reason and ‘that 
was to kill Carmack. ~~: 

lt is further declared that at the trial 
a witness fil be brought? forward to 
whom Cooper’s daughter ‘telephoned a 
short. time before the tragedy asking 
this man to look for her father and dis- 
arm him, as he had left home with th¢ 
intention of killing Carmack. 

‘rhe Carmack adherents also dec’are 
that as they met‘on' the street,..Col. 
Cooper attracted Carmack’s attention 
by calling, and:that, as Carmack, looked 
in his direction, young Robin, Cooper 
fired from the rear. It is the charge 
that the first bullet, and the one :which 
proved fatal, struck Carmack in the 
back of the neck. 

Robin Cooper, siayer of the former 
Senator and friend of his father, is an 
attorney, 27 years old and unmarried. . 


Was a National Figure. 


But the killing of Senator Carmack is 
more than a local sensation. He was 
locked upon as one of the big men of 
Southern Democracy. During his sena- 
torial career, from 19, to 190., he distin- 
guished himself by many brilliant 
speeches, 

Although inclined to be sarcastic in 
utterances -he had- many 
friends in Congress among both Demo- 
crats at.d Republicans, who admired his 
fearlessness and his intellectual attaly- 
ments. 

Perhaps the most notable speech dur- 
ing his four years in the lower house 
was his brilliant effort in his own de- 
fense when Josiah: Patterson, father of 


the present Governor of Tenness¢ée, con- | 


tested Carmack’s seat. 

During his congressional. career he 
constantly attacked the Republican ad- 
ministration, notably in connection. with 
the Indianola, Brownsville and Panama 
revolution incident#, and executive en- 
croachment. In the Senate he was a 
minority member of the Committée on 
the Philippines.

LISBON, Monday, Nov. 9 (via the 
frontier.)—Alberto Costa, a former mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Deputies, and 


one of the most prominerit of the Re- 
publican leaders, killed himself here to- 
day. 

Senor Costa was “a member of the 
Black Cross Society, which was involved 
in* the ‘assissination last February of 
King Carlos and his séu. It is believed 
that this soctety selected Costa’ by .ot 
to kill the present King; Manuel, and 
that Costa preferred to kill himself. 

Costa was in prison at the time of the 
assassination of King Carlos, having 
been confined because of alleged con- 
nection with the plot against his: Majes- 
ty. .He fought- several political duels 
recently, in one of which he was wound- 
ed. Last summer he demanded the im- 
peachment of the members of the Fran- 
co Cabinet on charges of complicity in 
the assassination of King Carlos.

Since 1901 he 
had been editor of the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate, which is the organ 
of the Methodist Episcopal ghurch in the 
West. 

Dr. Thompson was an author of sev- 
¢ral books, among them ‘‘Abraham Lin- 
ecln, the First American” and ‘John 
Wesley, Social Reformer.’ He left a 
widow and three daughters.

HROUGHOUT all the rest of his 

Tt: life, it is extremely probable, Da- 

vid Warfield is doomed .to hear 

that he has never succeeded in finding 

another play so good as “The Music 
Master.”’ 

This is because, as I said two seasons 
ago in reviewing Charles Klein’s 
play, “The Music Master’ is a tenderly 
great poem of human sincerity and 
heartache, and such plays are not writ- 
ten with each recurring year. 


“A Grand Army Man,”’ in which Mr. 
Warfield opened his engagement to a 
crowded house at the Garrick last night, 
is not as good a play as “The Music 
Master.’’ Yet it is a good play. In one 
respect it is more vaiuvfable than its great 
predecessor, in that it tells a story of 
rative American life, full of native char- 
acters and possessing a homely atmos- 
phere of exceeding naturalness. Such 
plays should be especially welcome to 
the American stage, which is none too 
well peopled with American folk of 
breathing fidelity to their environment. 


Central Figure of a Homely Epic. 


In this play Mr. Warfield is the cen- 
tral figure of a little group of worn and 
aged veterans of the Civil War and the 
vlay’s story is so shaped that these old 
Grand Army men, for all their obscurity 
in an Indiana village, become epic in 
tneir proportions and significance. 


Underneath the fine meaning of their 
own lives runs the play’s dramatic cur- 
rent, the splendid love of old Wes’ Bige- 
low for the orphaned son of his sweet- 
heart of early days. It is this devotion 
of a simple and somewhat ee gph yet 
most admirable soul, lavished upon a 
more or less undeserving lad, that makes 
the play’s deep and, at certain moments, 
irresistible pathos.

He meets the test admirably. The role

Herr von Barwig and measure “A Grand 
Army “Man’’ on its own merits alone.

IT’S GOOD FUN, TOO 








The “Delightful Ass” Proves 
That He Is Still a Potent 
Laugh-Provoker. 





N old comedy, “Our American 
A Cousin,” by Tom Taylor, made 
familiar to theater-goers of a 
generation ago by Hdward A. Sothern, 
was presented at the Olympic Theater 
Monday evening by E. H. Sothern, son 
of the former, the only alteration from 
the original play being a change of title 
to ‘‘Lord Dundreary.” 

To those who have become accustomed 
to regard E. H. Sothern as one of the

Quaint and Picturesque Comedy. 

This old play, with its quaint and pic- 
turesque costumes, its simplicity, purity 
and rich humor, is as a sweet memory 
of other days, and we laugh at the 
same jokes and jibes, the same situa- 
tions, the inane foppery and simple 
idiosyncracies that amused our fathers. 


And that humor does not change was |’ 


The busy world of to- 
day is as ready to laugh and be merry 
as were the people of a decade or more 
ago.

Miss Gladys Hanson, upon 
whom Lord Dundreary ‘‘showered”’ his 
affections and told his love in ‘“wid- 
dles,"’ was charming and captivating 
enough to woo and win the stupid Dun- 
dreary.

N old comedy, “Our American 
A Cousin,” by Tom Taylor, made 

familiar to theater-goers of a 
generation ago by Hdward A. Sothern, 
was presented at the Olympic Theater 
Monday evening by E. H. Sothern, son 
of the former, the only alteration from 
the original play being a change of title 
to “Lord Dundreary.”

PIRATES UNAWED 
BY PISTOL SHUTS 


Watchman on the City of 
Chester Had Desperate 
Night Encounter. 


CALLS FOR POLICE AID 





Investigation Finds No Enemy 
and Kearney Is Sent to 
City Hospital. 


Surrounded by smaller craft. on which 
at least fifty men were sleeping, the 
steamer City of Chester, tied up «at 
the foot of Clark avenue, was boarded 
by 15 river pirates early Tuesday morn- 
ing, Frank Kearney, watchman on the 
Chester, being unable to arouse the 
sleeping crews, put up a valiant battle, 
but could not rout the enemy. 

One after another he floored the brig- 
ands and finally, when’he realized there 
in sight for 
him, he made a dash through the ranks 
of the attacking party and rushed to 
Police Headquarters, 

It was a thrilling account of a thrill- 
ing battle that Kearney related to Lieut. 
Hess. So thrilling in fact that the night 
commander of the Central District did 
not delay action by asking questions, 
but mustered his men about him, sum- 
moned two patrol wagons, loaded them 
with trusty bluecoats and hurried to the 
water’s edge. 

Reinforcements Sent. 

Inspired by his leader’s prompt work, 
the telephone operator at the Central 
Station sent all available patrolmen to 
the foot of Clark avenue as quick as 
they called up from their beats for in- 
structions. 

An hour later Lieut. Hess and his 
small army of land lubbers returned 
from the scene of invasion. Kearney, 
who rode to the station in one of the 
patrol wagons, was trying to explain. 

“I tell you, Lieutenant, I know what 
I’m talking about,’’ he was saying. ‘I 
was alone on the Chester when I sees 
the pirates climbing through the paddles 
of the big wheel on the port side. I 
repulsed them and they divided and 
come at me from all side, prow, stern 
and port. 

“There was a sand barge and a work 
boat to the left of me, a ferry to my 
right and a tug close in to shore. I 
shouted to the men who were sleeping 
on the other boats, but they slept on. 
I fought the best I knew how. I fired 
three shots. Here, look at my pistol.” 


Had Used His Pistol. 

Hess examined the weapon. The bar- 
rel was powder-stained and three shells 
were empty. It seemed as though 
Kearney might have been telling the 
truth, but the Lieutenant could not un- 
derstand how it was that the 50 men 
were not awakened by the sound of the 
battle. 

The police made a thorough investiga- 
tion. The sleepers were aroused and 
questioned. Some of them said they 
had heard shots fired at 3 a. m., but 
they saw no sign of pirates. 

Kearney was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary. He retold his story to the 
physician there and they decided to send 
him to the City Hospital for observation. 


= ME WHO HELD 
GREEK BOYS AS 
SLAVES FINED 


After admitting their leadership in the 
system by which Greek boys are held in 
virtual slavery in St. Louis. bootblack 
stands, and even the tips given by sym- 
pathetic customers are taken from 


them, John Mavrakos and Peter Anag- 
nos were let off Tuesday with fines of 
$100 and $200, respectively. 

District Attorney Blodgett's reason 
for recommending the light punishment, 
imposed by United States Judge Dyer, 
was that the men had promised to tes- 
tify against James Chiflers, who is to 
be tried next Monday. 

Chiflers, formerly interpreter and spe- 
cial agent in the local office of the De- 
partment of Immigration, is accused of 
misusing his position to aid in the Im- 
portation of the Greek boys. 


Men Had No Defense. 

William H. Bleyer, attorney for Mav- 
rakos and Anagnos, admitted to the 
Court Tuesday that they were ‘‘tech- 
nically’’ guilty and could make no ef- 
fective defense. 

Mavrakos was charged with bringing 
George Papavalasopoulos, 15 years old, 
to St. Louis, on the representation that 
he was his son, George Mavrakos, and 
that he was coming here to be edu- 
cated, 

The boy was placed in a bootblack 
stand instead. Detectives who followed 
up the case persuaded him to tell the 
story of the oppression practiced by a 
cruel padrone system on the boys.

Here is the story of the Reelfoot Lake 
Wight Riders, a story of midnight 
marauding by masked men and wom- 
en. A story of a lawless reign cul- 
minating in murder, told for the first 
time by the Queen of the Riders. 


Ella Pride, Queen of the Night Riders, 
fis hidden here and guarded by Lake 
County possemen, living in momentary 

' dread of death. ? 

She knew she was inviting death when 
she violated the blood oath of the Obion 
County regulators, her former subjects, 
and betrayed them, but the appeal of 

_ vengeance was stronger than the fear 
of retribution. 


Moved by romantic caprice, they made 
her their queen. When they discovered 
that no blood oath was strong enough 
to tle a woman's tongue, they repented 
of their folly and sought to rid them- 
selves of her by approved night-rider 
methods. ‘hey deposed her and mocked 
her and bared~her: regal back to the 
“merciless thorn bush, they burned her 
home among the Cinnamon Bluffs along 
the shore of Reeifoo. Lake and drove 
her from the region which had always 
been her home. | 

In her flight she did not stop until 
she had pjaced 200 miles between herself 
and the Obion County Night Riders. 
She tound an asylum of safety in Mid- 
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dle Tennessee and -waited and planned 
her revenge. 


Her Chance Game Quickly. 


She thought it might be years before 
her’ chance would come, but she was 
willing to wait. But so soon that she 
could hardly believe it, word came that 
the mén of Lake county had organized 
to protect themselves against the Night 
Riders and were planning to make war| 
on them and destroy tuem.

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Lake separate Obion County, under 
night-rider rule, and Lake County, under 
posse rule, but Ella Pride felt that: under 
the protection of the Lake County posse- 
men she would be safe and that with 
them to aid her she could carry out her 
plans of revenge. 

She had no money for the expenses of 
travel. She feared to call on any of 
her former friends in Obion County for 
aid. She walked 200 miles to Tipton- 
ville and presented herself, footsore and 
»travel-stained, to Judge Harris, the mil- 
lionaire,baron of.the Reelfoot district, 
hated by the Cinnamon Bluff farmers 
and the Reelfoot fishermen and marked 
for death by the night riders. 

She told him she knew the secrets of 
the night riders and was willing to tell 
them. 

| Crowning Outrage by Gaus. 

Her coming was timely. The night rid- 
ers, eclipsing’ all their previous outrages, 
had taken Capt. Quentin Rankin and 
Col. R. -Z. Tayolr from the: hotél .at 
Walnut Log and had hanged Capt. 
Rankin and riddied- his body with bul- 


‘tlets.. Col. Taylor had escaped by making 


a dash, diving into a slough and swim- 
ming to the opposite bank. The State 
Was aroused and soldiers were encamped 
on Reelfoot. | 

Judge Harris knew that she had been 
whipped. and driven from the Reelfoot 
country and that she therefore had rea- 
son to hate the night riders. She told 
him She had been the secretary of the 
gang. ‘He welcomed her as an ally and 
assured her that the Lake County posse 
would ‘protect her. 

Capt. Frank Sparks, the nervy leader 
of the Lake County posse, was. called 
in. To these two Mrs. Pride outlined 
what she was able to tell about the night 
riders. Sparks and Harris concealed 
her until last Thursday and then drove 
with her to the lake and: were. ferried 
across in Harris’ launch'to Camp Nemo, 
near Samburg on the Obion, County side. 
/ Under guard of a squad of soldiers she 
Was taken. to. Union ‘City, where she 
made :a.detailed statement. She was 
then brought back to’ Tiptonville and 
is now concealed here» and «heavily 
guarded. Realizing that the ‘night. rid- 
ers: would take desperate chances to kill 
her m order to get evén With her and 
at the same time prevent her-testifying 
against them, such thorough precau- 
tions have been ‘taken vy Judge Har- 
ris ‘and Capt. Sparks .‘that. at an ‘in- 
Stant’s alarm 50 members of the Lake 
County ‘posse,’ who.are always heavily 
armed,* would. rush -to: her defense. 

Her Enemies Are Desperate. 

,At*that, though, ghe is far 
feeling secure’ She knows the  des- 
perate character of the... night 
riders. -.She~-knows~ ‘that although 
‘Mixty of them are. under ar- 
rest, a hundred are at liberty. She has 
Heard of their threats and knows they 
are not lightly made. 

“If they find out where..I am they 
will kill me,” she said. “but. I am go- 
ing to tell all that I khow about them. 
I told them. I would when they whipped 
me, but they did not think I would 
dare to. 

“The night riders organized last’ win- 
ter. At first it ‘was just a kind of a 
lodge,. They called ‘it the Knights of 
Fun. I think a good many of the merm- 
bérs did not know that houses were 
to be burned down and. peop'e whipped 
ond killed. At first the night rides were

. MR. FOLK’S POOR REASONS. | 

Gov. Folk will do well to think twice before 
recommending changes in the primary law as 
affecting the nomination of United States sen- 
ators. It evidently needs amendment, but the 
reasons attributed to him for such a course are 
DO reasons at all. 

If in our direct primaries and referendums the 
people are not to rule it is hardly worth while to 
make any departure from the representative sys- 
tem. In the recent senatorial primary Mr. Folk 
carried 81 out of 114 counties and yet, by reason 
of his unpopularity in the cities, he lost the State 
on the general result by a majority of 8000 for 
Mr. Stone. There has been a great demand for 
the popular election of United States senators and 
it is probable that if an amendmen* to the Na-~ 
tional Constitution had not been necegsary the 
reform would have been brought about long ago. 

If senators were to be elected by the people, no 
one would have the temerity to propose any cir- 
cumlocution. All parties would make nomina- 
tions and the candidate who received the most 
votes would be elected. Under the Federal Con- 
stitution that system is not now possible, but an 
approach to it can be made by adhering to the 
»resent advisory primary law or by amending it 
so that nominations may be made for the sen- 
atorship as for. any other office and the people 
be given an opportunity to indicate their prefer- 
ences. No Legislaturc would be likely to ignore 
a mandate of that character. 

As matters now stand, the senatorial primary 
is a party one only. In the recent contest the 
Democratic vote as returned was unfavorable to 
Mr. Folk. We may regret the fact, but it fur- 
nishes no good reason for the reactionary move- 
ment that is contemplated by doing away with a 
general élection and substituting therefor elec- 
tions by counties or legislative districts. United 
States senators represent the entire State. The 
people of the entire State should have a voice in 
their election. | 

Having been influential in securing the adop- 
tion. of the present law and having lost the sen- 
atorship by reason of it, Gov. Folk cannot afford 
to propose any change calculated to restrict the 
rule of the majority. .

“Impracticable and wholly unnecessary” are 
the werds used by the United States Court’in 
New York 'in characterizing the administration’s 
preposterous request for the appointment of a re- 
This was the judg- 
ment passed upon the proposition by intelligent 
laymen more than a year ago when the sugges- 
tion was first made.- 

The Tobacco Trust was accused of crime. .The 
one reasonable and obvious thing to do was to 
proceed against it for crime under the law. In- 
stead of moving in that way the Department of 
Justice asked far the appointment of a receiver, 
which would be like proceeding in the bankrupt- 
cy court against a man accused of murder, or in 
chancery, against a man charged with housebreak- 
ing. 

Of the many unwise policies of this adminis- 
tration none has opened a more alarming and ut- 





terly hopeless prospect than that which is thus 


judicially rebuked. It meant that every~ busi- 
ness enterprise in the country against which sus- 
picion might be lodged could be taken from the 
hands of its owners and operated by the Govern- 
ment—in other words, by the politicians. A 
deadlier menace was never aimed at private in- 
dustry. 

The Court in this instance finds that the Tobac- 
co combination is a trust in the meaning of the 
law and that the way to proceed against it is in 
accordance with the law which defines its offense 
and prescribes the penalty. While presidents and 
attorneys-general occupy their time in grotesque 
litigation of this character we need not be sur- 
prised to find so few “responsible men” in Jail.

ROBABLY in the life of everyone there 
comes a time when he is inclined to go 
over again the events, great and small, 
which have made up the incidents of his work 
and pleasure. 

On a rainy morning like this, when golf is out 
of the question, I am tempted to become a gar- 
rulous old man, and tell some stories of men and 
things which have happened in an active life. In 
some measure I have been associated with the 
most interesting people our country has produced, 
especially in business, men who have helped large- 
ly to build up the commerce of the United States 
and who have made known its products all over 
the world. These incidents whicl*come to my 
mind to speak of seemed vitally important to me 
when they happened, and they still stand out 
distinctly in my memory. 

Just how far anyone is justified in keeping 
what he regards as his own private affairs from 
the public, or in defending himself from attacks, 
is a mooted point. If one talks*apout one’s ex- 
periences, there is a natural temptation to charge 
one with traveling the easy road to egotism; if 
one keeps silence, the inference of wrongdoing is 
sometimes even more difficult to meet, as it would 
then be said that _ is no valid defense to be 
offered. 

It has not been my custom to press my affairs 

‘forward into public gaze; but I have come to see 
that if my family and friends want some record 
of things which might shed light on matters that 

have been somewhat discussed, it.is right that 
I should yield to their advice, and in this informal 
way go over again some of the events which have 
made life interesting to me. 


Overzealous 


Employes. 
\SHERE is still another reason for speaking 
T now. If a tenth of the things that have 
been said are true, then these dozens 
of able and faithful men who have been 
associated with me, many of whom have 
passed away, must have been guilty of grave 
faults. For myself, I had decided to say 
nothing, hoping that after my death the truth 
would gradually come to the surface and pos- 
terity would do strict justice; but while I live 
and can testify to certain things, it seems fair 
that I should refer to some points which I hope 
will help to set forth several much discussed hap- 


penings in a new light. I am convinced that they | 


have not been fully understood. All these things 
affect the memories of men who are dead and 
the lives of men who are living, and it is only 
reasonable that the public should have some first- 
hand facts to draw from in making up its final 
estimate. 

It would be surprising if in an organization 
which included a great number of men there 
should not be an occasional employe here and 
there who acted, in connection with the busi- 
ness or perhaps in conducting his own affairs, in 
@ way which might be criticised. Even in a com- 
paratively small organization it is well-nigh im- 
possible to restrain this occasional man who is 
‘over zealous for his own or his company’s ad- 
vVancement. To judge the character of all the 
members of a great organization or the organiza- 
tion itself by the action of a few individuals would 
be manifestly unfair. It has been said that “I 
forced the men who became my partners in the 
oil business to join with me. I would not have 
been so shortsighted. If it were true that I fol- 
lowed such tactics, I ask, would it have been pos- 
sible to make of such men life-long companions? 
Would they accept, and remain for many years in 
positions of the greatest trust, and finally, could 
anyone have formed of such men, if they had 
been so browbeaten, a group which has for all 
these years worked in loyal harmony, with fair 
_ dealing among themselves as well as with others, 
‘building up efficiency and acting in entire unity?

This plan of selling our products direct to the 
consumer and the exceptionally rapid growth of 
the business bred a certain antagonism which 
I suppose could not have been avoided, but this 
same idea of dealing with the consumer directly 
has been followed by others, and in many lines of 
trade, without creating, so far as I recall, any 
serious opposition. 

This is a very interesting and important point, 
and I have often wondered if the criticism’ which 
centered upon us did not come from the fact 
that we were among the first, if not the first, 
to work out the problems of direct selling to the 
user on a broad scale. This was done in a fair 
spirit and with due consideration for everyone's 
rights. We did not ruthlessly go after the trade 
of our comeptitors and attempt to ruin it by 
cutting prices or instituting a spy system. We 
had set ourselves the task of building up as rap- 
idly and as broadly as possible the volume of 
consumption. Let me try to explain just what 
happened. | 


Creating 
New Markets. 


O GET the advantage of the facilities we had 
4} in manufacture, we sought the utmost mar- 
ket in all lands—we needed volume. To 
do this we had to create selling methods far in 
advance of what then existed; we had to dispose 
of two, or three, or four gallons of oil where one 
had been sold before, and we could not rely 
upon the usual trade channels then existing to ac- 
complish this. It was never our purpose to inter- 
fere with a dealer who adequately cultivated his 
field of operations, but when we saw a new op- 
portunity or a new place for extending the sale 
by further and effective facilities, we made it our 
business to provide them. In this way we opened 
many new lines in which others have shared. In 
this development we had to employ many com- 
paratively new men. The ideal way to supply 
material for higher position is, of course, to re- 
cruit men from among the youngest in the com- 
pany’s service, but our expansion was too rapid 
to permit this in all cases. That some of these 
employes were over-zealous in going after sales 
it would not be surprising to learn, but they were 
acting in violation of the expressed and known 
wishes of the company. But even. these in- 
stances, I am convinced, occurred so seldom, by 
comparison with the number of transactions we 
carried on, that they were really the exceptions 
that proved the rule. 
Every week in the year for many, many years, 
this concern has brought into this country more 
than a million dollars gold, all from the products 
produced: by American labor. I am proud of the 
record, and believe most Americans will be when 
they understand some things better. These 
achievements, the development of this great for- 
eign trade, the owning of ships to carry the oil in 
bulk by the most economical methods, the send- 


ing out of men to fight for the world’s markets, 


have cost huge sums of money, and the vast cap- 
ital employed could not be raised nor controlled 
except by such: an organization as the Standard 
is today.

Expansion 


Undreamed of. 
ONE of us ever dreamed of the magnitude 
N of what proved to be the later expansion. 
We did our day’s work as we met it, look- 
ing forward to what we could see in the distance 
anf keeping well up to our opportunities, but 
laying our foundations firmly. As I have said, 
capital was most difficult to secure and it was 
not easy to interest conservative men in this ad- 
venturous business. Men of property were afraid 
of it, though in rare cases capitalists were in- 
duced to unite with us to a limited extent. If 
they bought our stock at all, they took a little of 
it now and then as an experiment, and we were 
painfully conscious that they often declined to 
buy stock, with many beautiful expressions of 
appreciation. 

The enterprise being so new and novel, on ac- 
count of the fearfulness of certain holders in 
reference to its success, we frequently had to 
take stock to keep it from going begging, but we 
had such confidence in the fundamental value 
of the concern that we were willing to assume 
this risk. There are always a few men in an 
undertaking of this kind who would risk all on 
their judgment of the final result, and if the en- 
terprise had failed, these would have heen classed 
as visionary adventurers, and perhaps with good 
reason. 

The 60,000 men who are at work constantly in 
the service of the company are kept busy year 
in and year out. The past year has been a time 
of great contraction, but the Standard has gone 
on with its plans unchecked, and the new works 
and buildings have not been delayed on account 
of lack of capital or fear of bad times. It pays 
its workmen well, it cares for them when sick, 
and pensions them when old. It has never had 
any important strikes, and if there is any better 
function of business management than giving 
profitable work to employes year after year, in 
good times and bad, I don’t know what it is.

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Baseball Heads See a 
Problem i in Blacklist 
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By JAMES CRUSINBERRY.

HE National Baseball Commission, that all-powerful body which rules 
our great American game, has been called into session this week to face 
one of the most critical problems of the past four years. 


The Commission 


must either squelch the player now most decisively or give the pays a voice 


in running the game. 


The present crisis has been brought 
on by the recent blacklisting of many 
members of the Chicago and Washing- 
ton clubs of the American League, and 
if the law is obeyed to the letter it will 
go hard with those players as well as 
their clubs, while if the Commission con- 
cedes a point, it will open the way for 
the players to overthrow this hierarchy 
of baseball and take control themselves. 

Whichever way matters turn, it seems 
there will be trouble. Owner Comiskey 
of the White Sox and Noyes of the Sen- 
ators, will not take kindly to a ruling 
that will break up their clubs. The 
players will protest against it, claiming 
that as the season was over, they felt 
at liberty to make a few extra dollars 
playing exhibition games, even though 
they were against a club owned by Jim- 
my Callahan, that outlaw and destroyer 
of organized baseball. 

A rumor was out that by granting 
Callahan his release from the White Sox 
after all other big league clubs had 
waived claim to him, would make him 


@ free agent and no longer an outlaw, 


and allow the National Commission to 
escape the mess it had been pulled into. 
But no such action has been taken and 
now that the three members of the Com. 
mission are ordered to assemble, the 
question is bound to come up for further 
discussion. 





Undoubtedly the Commission would 
like to get through the mess without 
harming the players, but its determina- 
tion to down Jimmy Callahan is so keen 
that it will stand by its decision even 
though it cost the jobs of two score 
players. It has never protested against 
big league teams playing against other 
semi-professional teams. Only Calla- 
han’s nine has been branded as deadly. 

Yesterday W. C. Niesen, the owner of 
the Gunthers baseball club of Chicago, 
Callahan’s rival, passed through the city. 
The Washington, Chicago and Minne- 
apolis clubs had played against his team 
up there just the same as against Cal- 
lahan’s, but not a word was said of 
that by the Commission... Mr. Niesen has 
never made of his club ‘a refuge for 
blickHsted players,’’ according to the 
Commission, and so he is excused. It 
is all right for the big leaguers to scrape 
a few autumn dollars from Gunther 
Park, but trouble is in store for them 
should they dare to pick a few from 
Callahan’s. 

Several of the players have been heard 
from on the blacklisting matter, and 
should the Commission stand firm on 
the issue, there is a possibility of a gen- 
eral organization among the players for 
representation on the all-powerful body, 
and if the players stand by one another 
they will surely gain their point.

HILE here Mr. Niesen had some

season. He played all through the past 
summer with the Gunthers and was the 
sensation of North Chicago.
